ELECTRONIC SYSTEM AND METHOD

5 This invention relates to an auxiliary incentive game 

which is played simultaneously with a primary card game such 
as blackjack, and more particularly to a new and improved 
electronic system for displaying and controlling each 
player's progress within the auxiliary game and for randomly 
10 awarding prizes to each player who wins the auxiliary game. 

Background of the Invention 
Casino table games such as blackjack or other card 
games are highly profitable to casinos, particularly because 
the odds associated with such gambling games favor the 

15 casino. In order to maximize the profit generated by each 

table, it is desirable to not only attract a large number of 
players to the table but to also keep the players playing at 
the table for an extended period of time. In essence, while 
a player may occasionally stop at a table to place several 

20 wagers, a casino is most likely to make a profit from a 

player who stays at a single table over the course of 
several hours because it is unlikely that such a player will 
be able to "beat the odds" over the long run. 

Thus, casinos often add extra incentives (e.g., 

25 complimentary food and beverages) to keep players at the 

gaming tables for extended periods of time. However, since 
all casinos typically offer the same extra incentives, it is 
not uncommon for players to "try their luck" at a number of 
different tables or even at a number of different casinos 

30 within a single gambling session. For example, if a player 

is losing money at a particular table (e.g., a blackjack 
table), or if the player feels that a particular table (or a
